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1 . Claim 16 IS objected to because of the following informalities: In line 2, after 
"rods" -of- should be inserted. In line 3, after "angle" "a" should be deleted. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1, 2, and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
FR 1,251,296. 

French patent no. 1 ,251 ,296 shows a hydraulic steering system with two steering 
piston-cylinder devices 6-12 and a variable, reversible hydraulic pump 1 , that is 
responsive to an input device (steering wheel 4), connected to both cylinders in a closed 
circuit. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, If the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner In which the Invention was made. 

4. Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over FR 
1 ,251 ,296 in view of Li (USPN 5,937,966). 

FR '296 fails to position the steering cylinders so they are oriented to each other 
at no more than a 90 degree angle. 
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Li sliows a power steering system for a worl< veliicle with two actuators 34, 36, 
that are oriented to each other at less than a 90 degree angle. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to orient the FR '296 
steering cylinders at a less than 90 degree relative angle, as taught by Li, in order to 
effectively position them between vehicle sections. 

5. Claims 6-15 would be allowable if rewhtten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-5 and 16 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
